My Lord, 

T he Direftors General of Inland Navigation have reprefented to me, m 
tiieir I.etters of the gth of Mareli and 30 ot May lair, ot whieli I nave 
the honour to enclofe Copies, that Four hundred Ihonland Pounds, of Five 
hundred thoufand Pounds granted in the lal't Stffion of me L ilh Parliament, 
for the Improvement of the Harbour of Dublin, and (or Ibe Impiaoemeut 
and Extenfion of Inland Navigation, has been oxprndetl on or is appropriated 
to thefe purpofes ; that many other important and nfelul Ex,enf!ons of Inland 
Navigation have been propofed, or appear'praflieable, to tiie DiitaJors; fbr 
the completion of any one of wliich the remaining ftim of One hundred 
thoufand Pounds is by no means adequate: That the iioaling Ca|)ilal at the 
command of individuals in this country is not fufficient for undertaking any 
extenfive work of this fort, without great Paiiiaiuentary Alii-iaiice ; and beiides, 
that fuch works, however beneficial to the Public, if exooiued entirely ot tlie 
expellee of individuals, could not for many years afford a reapjiiabie prolit 
to the undertakers. Being fatisfied of the truth and importance of thefe re- 
prefentations, that confidcrable immediate benefit would refiilt from the em- 
ployment which the coiiaruaion of thefe great works would afford to tlie 
peafimtrv in the Inland parts of the country, whofe reftleis and tnrbuieut 
habits arife, in part at leaft, from the want of a regular and profitable occu- 
pation, and that Hill greater and more lulling benefits will accrue to all parts 
of the United Kingdom, by the encouragement which every extenfion of the 
cheapeft mode of carriage will afford to tillage in Ireland; and tliat until 
manufadiures are dilfufed throughout every part of this Maud, it may hy fuch 
means be enabled to furnilh a large furplus produce of gram ior tlie coiiidiiiptioii 

of Great Britain: . ^ n- xr • /y . 

I therefore beg leave to recommend, for the confideration of His Majedy s 
Minifters, that the Board of Navigation Ihould be continued in the exercife 
of their funaions, notwitliftauding the Expenditure of the whole of the lina 
origiuallv intrufled to them by the fortieth of the King ; that all irropofais 
for new lines of Navigation fliould be fent to this Board; that tiiey ihould 
examine them, as they have done hitherto, and report their opinion upon 
them to Government, and that Government Ihould recommend them lo 
Parliament, if they Ihould be approved of. , ^ , 

If the Secretary of State Ihould adopt this recommendation, and ihould 
pledge the Government to withhold His Majelly’s confeut from any plan of 
Inland Navigation which Ihould not have been previouUy liibmit ed to, 
examined, and approved of by the Board, the fyliem will lie complete, and 
the Irilb Government will be enabled to acquaint the Public, of the maimer iu, 
which it is intended to conduct this bulinefs in futuio.

May it pleafe Your Grace, 

THIS Board having been conftituted Directors of all Works relating to InlaiuJ Navigation in 
Ireland, or for the Improvement of the Port and Harbour of Dublin, pucfuanl to an Act j.allVd ia 
the Parliament of Ireland, in the fortieth year of the King’s Reign, whereby the fum of Five 
iiundred thoufand Pounds was granted toHtsMajefty for thofe purpofes, we d«em it W beour duty

to lay bofbre Vour Gra(^ a general ftateinent of the application of the laid Grant. The 
pf the Impmrement of Dublin Harbour was very particularly invefligattni with the afliftance of 
diftinguiflied Nautical Characlers, of feveral able Kngineers, and from every other fource of in, 
formation in tlie power oftbe Board to obtain; and liad the works recumnicnded been proceeded 
upon, (he wliole of tlie'Grant would have bem now engaged. But in Augnfl 1 806 Ilis Grace the 
Lord Lieutenant, having taken into coiifideration the great iinportance to tliis country of extending 
its Inland Navigation, was pleafed to exprefs that what then remained of the Grant Ibould, fpcedity 
as circimi'flaiices would admit, be applied to that purpofe ; and was pleafed to add, that if hereafter 
itilioulcl be thought expedient to proceed with the works in the llarltonr of Dublin, according to 
avhat is contained inthe Hepos-t of tliis Board on the loth of July 1605, JlisGrace would recom- 
mend an application to Parliament for a furtberGrar.t to defray the charge thereof. In obedience 
thereto we flopped all further proceedings rel’peiilng Dublin Harbour, whereby there now remains 
•oflhe faid -Grant sboufOne hundred aiul forty iboufand Pounds unexpended and unappropriated. 

A confidcrable portion however of tlrat fum iiiuft be refi-rved fur the current maintenance of the 
. liftablillmient, ami for theexccHtion of works remaining to be perfe>ffed on the Limerick, No wry, 
and Tyrone Navigations; fo that we cannot fay that much more tlian One hundred thoufand 
Pounds could be applied to new works of Inland Navigation. 

The Grand Canal is completed, underthe engagements of that Company with Parliament, from 
Dublin to the River Shannon near Banagher. Alfo by a branch from Robertllown to Athy, where 
it joins the Barrow. The Barrow Company are indullrioully proceeding on their ountidd with 
this Board from Athy to the Tide-Water, thereby communicating with the Towns of Rofs, 
Waterford and Clonmeil, and with the counties of Carlow, Wexlbi J, kilkeniiy, Waterford and 
Tipperary. The Navig-ation from Limerick to Kilialoe, and to (he Deep Water in Lough Derg, ia 
nearly finiflicd under our immediate dircdlion, as is alfo the contraft by the Grand Canal Com- 
pany witii this Board for the Navigation of the Shannon from Lough Derg (0 Lough Kee, when an 
extent of between feventy and eightj- mile.s will be opened through the niidrt of the country from 
Limerick to I.anefborough. The Canal from Newry to Lough Neagh is in operation, as is the 
Cana! frorathe-Coilieries in the county ol'Tyrone -to the fame Lake. The Canal from Belfaft to 
Lough Neagh, and that from Sirabaiie towards Derry, are not within our cognizance. 

The foregoing Navigations being eflablilhcd, we fliail not dwell longer upon them, but fliali in 
tiie following flatenrent only fubmit to Your ((race the fcveral plans in agitation for the further 
extenfion of Inland Navigations in Ireland. 

The Royal Canal Company have abnoll finidied their ContraiR with this Board for that Naviga- 
tion from Dublin to Cooliiahay, the extremity of theirfummit level, about lix miles oeyond th« 
town of Mulliagan. They have had feveral conferences with this Board concerning the further 
extenfion of their line to fhe-River Shannon, according to their original .propofal to Parliament, 
-which may be confidered as having already had the fanCtion of the Legiflatdre. 

The molt eligible line for this purpofe has not yet been refolvt d upoo, but w'c fpeedily expefi tire 
Tequived information. The expence muft be confidcrable; but till the line be determined the 
amount cannot be calculated ; nor can we oiler an opinion in w hat proportion, or on what terms 
the Company fliould receive Public Aid, until a propofal be made by them for the execution of 
the works. 

From Lanellioroogh to Lough Allen the Navigation of the ‘Khannon remains to be done. Mr. 
Brownrigg, our engineer, has had orders to infpe^ it, and make his report to us. 

Thbfe Navigations being direiflly pointed out in the Adt of Parliament under which our Board 
is conftituU-d, claim prior attention from us. The gentlemen of the county of Leitrim are anxiouSy 
interefted to the aceoyiplifliment of thefe two work.s, both of which will lead to Lough Allen. 
Around that Lake are great Mines of Coal and Iron-ftone, both faid to be of excellent quality, the 
fuccefsful working of which nsuft in a great degree depend upon and be encouraged by a cheap 
Inland Carriage. The oilier benefits to be derived from thefe, and which are common to ail Navi- 
gations, we forbear -to enumerate. 

From thefe outlines Your Grace will obferve, that fhe Sbannon in one great line of Navigation 
runs through the tnidrt of the country from North to -South; that oneother great line (the Grand 
Canal) runs from Dublin acrofs- the country to the Shannon, trending to the South of the Weft; 
and that a-third great Irne (the Royal Canal), runs from Dublin aerofstheeountryto the Shannon, but 
trending to the North of the Wert. The Grand Canal is therefore circumftanced to receive into it at 
various points all other. Navigatioh.s'lying to the Southward, and the Royal Canal in like manner to 
receive all others from the North. The'Sbannon will receive what may come from Connaught, and 
by the Grand ©r the Ro3faI Canal will give to that province a comnmnicatioawith the Metropolis. 

The cxpence of completing the unfinilbed parts of thefe Navigations, viz. the Upper Shannon, 
and the Royal' Canal, has not yet been afcertained, but muft b« coofiderahle. 

In- the- year 1800 a propofal was made to us by the noblemen and gentlemen of the Queen’s 
■ County, for a Canal to be carried from Caftlecomber in the county of Kilkenny, by the towns of 
Ballyragget, Ballyriakell, Ballyroan, Maryborough., Mountmellick, and Portarliiigtcn, to Monal- 
-terevan, where it was intended tojoin theCrand Canal. The fubfeription and the terms offered 
by thofe gentlemen were fo reafonable, and the public advantages of the Canal lb obvious, that 
:vee cheerfully agreed to and clofed with their ultimate projrolitioB. But without the coufent of 

th« 
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r?lie Grand Canal Company, "the junftion cmild not take place, and they liad objeftionR to giving 

•their confeut except upon conditions which Ave did not think it would be proper tor us to admit. 

'Thetlarrmv Navigation Company had alfo objeftions to the condrattioii of this Canal, but we 
[,] not defpair of their being removed in a general accomnuidanim of the iiiterefts of all 

ties We are defirous of .giving attention totliis -N'avigafion -becaul'e of the.grcat C-jllieries to 
*^lkh it the coal of which is particularly fuited lo'fmiths wt.rk, malting, bleaching, 

aud other maiiuCaflures;' alfo becaufe in the neighbouring hills there is Iron Hone, which formerly, 
*.hile the woods lafted, was fmelted. There are alfo ftrata of Clay for potters ware, and fome of 
"fort particularly fuited for crucibles, and other vciTcJs which muft bear intenfe heat. There was 
Vo in the neighbourhood of Maryborough an esitenfivc Woollen Manufaaure, which at one tune 
Ld the encouragement and aid of Parliament, and might again be anhU-d by cheap carriage and 
„ore extenfive communicatiou. The Summit Level of the Queen’s -County xNavigation as it was 
0 gfed would extend aboottweiitv-fix Engiilh miles from Caftlecomber, Noriiward, and the vale 
d roVh which this Navigation Ihould ruo, would be highly improved, and the adjoining grounds' 
■brought into tillage, and cultivated by lime, which a cheap convejance would bring to the lands' 

,on either fide. , t t>- 

In the year 180-2 a Propofition was made to ss by the Grand Caaa! Company to ma.vC the Liver 1 
Sack Ravigable from Ballinafloe to a part of the Sliannoa, opening to the Grand Cana! near Banagha. 
■One half 0” this extenfion being already navigable, and no application having been madefcom the 
eeutiemen polTeffing the adjoining propertiw, our fund being alfo limited/ we delired to defer u.i 
;n'rreeinenton thisprapofrtion till otiiers of mure prefling importance could beconfidervd. 'In the 
tnonth of May laft the refolutions entered into at a naeeting on the 14th November 1806, wore fent 
to our Board iVomthe noblemen and gentlemeiv efihe County of Galway, of which we beg leave 
to annex a copy. In anfwer thereto we requefted the original, or a copy of the forvey laid before 
that meeting to be (raiirmilted to ovir Board, deferibing the line and levels of (he propofed Naviga- 
tion of the River Suck, and of the extenlion thereof to the Wefrtvard towards the Town of Loughrea, 
Lout'll Corrii, and the Town ofGalway, with the report of their engineer upon the praaicability 
«flhcha work,aml eftimatcof the expence thereof; and to be informed what proportion thereof 
would be ful)fcribed by the noblemen and gentlemen, and how much was propofed to be furnilhed 
by the public. W"e have not yet had an anfwer direaiy from the noblemen and gentlemen of 
that meetin'% but the directors of the Grand Caua! Company in the'ir aiiplication to us of the 
^oth September lafl. Hated that it had been intimated to them that it was the wiHi of the noblemen 
and eenVinen who had fubferibed the refolutions above-mentioned, that the Grand Canal Com- 
uanv fliould undertake the execution of the work. Their propofal and eltimate applying only to 
Their original plan for the improvement of the Navigation of the River Suck from the River Shan- 
non to the deep water above Baliinafloe, while the wiflies of the noblemen and gemlemen of the 
County of Galway referred to tlie extenfion thereof to the Wcllward, to Loughrea, Lough Corrd, 
and the Town of Galway, we have requefted further information, which will enable us hereafter to 

Hate this matter more fully to Your Grace. - , . 

A communication was made to this Board through their chairman refpeaing a propofed Nan- 
nation from the Northern fide of Lough Erne to Strabane on the River Foyle, and fo to London- 
derry ; ami Surveys are making at the expeuce of the gentlemen of the County of Derry, and of 
the merchants of the City, whofe contributions towards the work we may hqiewdl be liberal; 
ftiould this plan be carried into execution it would open a communication wuh a moti extenfive 

country upon the (bores of that great Lake. 

We are induced to believe that the communication through Lough Erne ought readily be ex- 
tended to DuMin by a branch from the Roval Canal, the funimit whereof comniaeds the levels t. 
theRiver Erne, and to the So.ith-Eallern part of the Late ; and we uiiderlland that a confidcrable 

partofthe River Erne is already ufed asa Navigation by the country people. 

Another idea has been likewife communicated » os in the fame manner from the Lord Biil-top 
of Derry, who Hands forcinoUon the fnbfcription for making n Canal from the Head of Looghfmlly 
to the City of Derry. We have been ioftroied that a futvey is in hand, and an c«iti.ate forming to 
.arcompany the intended application tothisRoard. When we tall be enabled difmaiy to onderfland 
the advaota.c. to be gained, the amonnl of the expence, and of the proportion to be fnrndhed by this , 
Soard and hv the Memorialilis, welliall then fabmit onr homble opinion thereon to Your Grace. 

Suioeliion; have been alfo made for a Navigation tliroogh the fertile Comity of Meath, from 
Kells a°.d Athboy to the foitable level of the Royal Canal, and thereby to Dublin. On foch a line 
very little mafon work, we uaderftaod, would be reqaifite, i r ,1. w b 

lotimation. have alfo been given to the Board of intended propofal, to be made for other Works 
of the like nature ; one for a Cut to accommodate the Town of Kilheggnn with a Communication to 
the Grand Canal i another for the Navigation through the Town of Cahir to Clonmel , but till 
fpeciHc propofal, toll be laid before'ns, and full inquiry made, we cannot fay whether any of 

thefe ohiefts may properly obtain Fohlie Alfillance, . „ , rsvii j 

We alfo uiiderftand that an application is intended to be made from the County of icklosv, and 
another from the Count, ofTipper.ry, for Canal, through thof. parts of the ecuntry. Bat as no 
Satement of the espenco, or of the terms upon which an agreement may be made for the eieeotion 
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/if tlu; Works Iiav<> been laid before m, we arj o">t fafliciently Infioimed to fay more than rijat-rrj 
4|'|>ie!ic-iid the expenee amfi be very great. 

We have nevertiielefs thought it to be our duty to fubmit to Your Grace this general, tliou' l, 
imperfccl, view oftlie hopes formed for the further improveiueut of this comitry by I'iavi^'iUions 
obfurving bow very far Ihortof any t-lludual aid to tlivi'e undertakings will be the rem<aindcr of tljg 
^ranl now in our dLfpofal. 

We humbly beg leave to remark that by the Irilh Aft of the Fortieth Year of Ilis Majehv’s Reign 
the Lords Commilfiouers of Uis Majelcy’s Treafury, with the approbation of die Lord Lieutenant 
are empowered from time to time to raife and borrow fuch part or parts of the aforefaid grant of 
Five hundred ihoufand Pounds as Oiall or may be necefl'ary, in fuch manner as may bemoft advan- 
tageous to the Public. 

The annual expenditure on that grant has not amounted to fo much as fifty thoufand pounds • 
the Public thus have not been burthened with paynunit of interell for any part of the grant, but 
as it has been wanted in the courfe of executing tiie Works under the approbation of tiic Lord 
Lieutenant, and of the Lords of His Mujefly’s Treafury in Ireland.

May itpleafe YourGrace, 

IN coafeqoence of a converfation with which the chairman of this Board was honoured by the 
Right Honourable Sir Arthur Wellefley, we are humbly to fubmit to Your Grace fuch obser- 
vations as occur to us upon a general view of the Inland Navigation of Ireland. 

Theadvantages ofiniand Navi gation are well underltood. The comparative cheapnefs of water- 
carriage opens ready and fpeedy extenfion of rcminuuication for produce and iiianufafture, and 
fpares Men and llorfes for tiie purpofes of agriculture. , 

The greater the Wealth and population of this country the greater muft be tiie power of the 
Empire; and the more exteulion is given to her imluftry and commercial intercourie, the more will 
dier wealth iHcreafe, and the lefs will her people be tempted to emigrate. The Fertility of Ireland, 
and the miidnels of its climate, calls the attention of Great Britain to it as a fource of fupply for 
provilion ; and efpecially in times of fcarcity. To tiiefe objefts no improvement is of fo great or 
fo univerfal a benefit as Inland Navigation ; nor can the national attention be direfted to more iin- 
portant eli’efts than to the aid of fuch Public Works; upon thefe points it is needlefs to 
enlarge. 

The lituatlon of the metropolis is happily circumfianced for the Inland Navigation, and for the 
communication of its benefits to England. It, hands immediately on the fea-<lioi e, and at no great 
inequality of dillance from the feveral extreme parts of Ireland ; as it were the centre of a fomi- 
cirfile whofe diameter ftretches oppofite to the coaft of Great Britain, and whofe radii convey the 
imports to, and draw the article.s for its exports from, every diftant part of the country. On the, 
trade with Dublin many' Brithh Veffels go out in Bailaft, fonfequently freight is lower on the 
back carriage, and by fo much ieflens the expence on the import of Corn and Provilious into 
Eugiand. 

The Port ofLirerpool is fituate oppofite to Dublin, and is furrounded and backed by a variety, 
of great Manufactures and Works of Woollen, Cotton, Pottery, Iron, Salt Works, Collieries, &c. 
funiifhing a crowded population, and being the ])oint to which many Canals are condufted in every 
direftion through England. If Cavalry in the County of Kent have been foraged with Oats palled ' 
thither entirely by water-carriage from the interna] parts of Ireland, (as we have been informed), 
it is an example of the benefit of fuch communication, and an earned of what may further be ex- 
pefted from its being more widely fpread. 

The United Kingdom is one; its interefts are confolidated ; fo that the wealth acquii-ed in itt 
Parts is circulated through the whole, and ultimately through the Seat of Government; and as the 
benefits from Inland Navigation may reafonably be expefted continually to increafe when once put 
ill motion, the Eiiiplre' will be amply repaid in thcacceliion which fuch general improvement muft- 
bring to the mafs of Public Wealth. Let the fcrcam flow', it is immaterial in what part the fpring, 
lifts. 

W e have hitherto given and mean to continue our principal attention to extenfive and favourable 
lines of communication upon a large fcale, aiifweriiig for Pafiage-Boats, for the (raiifport of all 
forts of grofs goods which require velTels of large burthen, and of i'ufficient fize to navigate the great 
Lakes, and open Rivers with which the Canals communicate. Thefe main Trunks centre in Dublin, 
and lay a bafis forgeneral improvement, with imJucenient to the further making of iefiev branches 
for particular Towns, Collieries, Jlines, or Mauufaftures, to fall into the main Tiunks, this pi'in-_ 

ciple. 
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.eTpIu.bePidf's its immediate aiul appropriate lienefits, aiul its widoiin^^ the nature of the coramerciai 
intercouife, will lead to the exploring of the Country, for the dilcovery and working of Mines, 
v.'iih which tlie whole iflantl ahooiula, and for the ellablilliing inanufaclBres upon Sitc-s properly 
fuiteil to each purpofe. The nionntainous lUrface ofliie country, and tlie many plentiful fupplies 
©fwater, oUer niimherlefs opporUtnitios for the operation of machinery, to the eret^ion of which 
an extenfo-e Mavig.ition leading to the Metropoli.s would he a Itrong invitation. The fmalier cuts 
v.'oiild be of much Icfs breadth, deptn, and length ; would be proportionablv leA exjjonfive ; and 
might come within the power of individuals to compafs, or of a company coucei ned and iiiterefted 
in the work. 

Ciiglaud proves hovv-mudi a nation maybe iirdebtod for her profperity to Inland Navigation, and 
indicates the vvifdom of a fimilar policy for Ireland. To this fuggehion it mav at fiiit feein natural 
t*. anfwer, “ I.et Ireland follow what has fo well fucceeded in England, and there will he no ob- 
“ ftriiclion to her wlihes ; let the monied and the landed interells find funds for the conllrudioii, 

and Parliament will readily grant the powers neceflary 'f)r the execution.” 

This might be jullly faitl in Ivngland, or to a country wealthy as England is ; hut it will not 
apply to ireland in its prefent (late. Without Capital to furnilh the means, vvuiks of great expence 
in the outfet, asd of fome uncertainty in their progrefs, cannot be undertaken; and it is to be re- 
marked that the variety of ground occafions the coedrudion of Navigations to be more diflicult in 
Ireland than in England. .Til! the concluiive ottjeAlhall be attained, little profit can be acquired; 
and expenditure xvithout fpcedy return requires a fpirit of enterprife not to be expected from in- 
adequate, and hardly to be defired from moderate means, if Ireland be as yet very tlie-lilly en- 
gaged in many great and facrative branches ofcommercc, and manufa^ure, from whence wealth 
is profufely poured into England, die cannot have the fioathtg capital.s whicii in the fifter country 
are free to ba applied to the objefts in queftion. Even in England we learn that it is n'ot quite 
fifty year-s fince the inoreafe of wealth was firft turned to the conftruftion of canals. Extenlion of 
her Inland Navigitfion.s will be one of the niean.s to produce that wealth, and to enable iTelaml 
at a future day to inftitute and maiut.ain them from her own capital; but at prefeut we fee 1b little 
piobahility of important works being fet on foot folely by private fubferiptiun, tiiat we defpair 
of the natiojial improvement being fo forwarded until the wealth of Ireland ilwill rife to over- 
fioTving. 

lu the mean tiipe (liould the liherallfy of parliament fupply the deficiency of prefent means the 
advancement oflbe Navigation onrelaiul would he progrelilve, without'the inlet niptkm which 
•we are appndieiifive muft otherwife immediately follow'. \Vc do not piefimie ioTo"'-eft whether 
*ny or what limitations f.io-uld be prefi.ribed in the Grant; but we humbly conceive Uial it ihuuld 
be made in fneh fuHiciency as to fecure undertakers, from the beginning to the conclufioii, in what- 
-ever proportion they are by agreement to receive of their expenditure, yet the Grant uiav be onlr 
a finall and griulnal charge u|)on the poWic. 

Tile Grant by the Irilh ACt of the year iSoo, will not, probably, be entirely paid out for two or 
three years fo come. It is railed from timetotime by the Lordsof His Majefty’s Treafury in por- 
tions only as requifitc, and lodged in the National Bank. By the arrangement of the bullnefs at 
•our Board, a report is made fo the Lord Lieutenant of the application of any fum formerly ad- 
vanced to our erwiit, with the balance remaining tliereupon; and the nccelfitv ofa further credit 
is ftaied. In purfuance of a Warrant fiom the Lord Lieutenant, lire Lords of His Majefty’s 
Treafury ilfue an Order upon tiie Bank for the fum thought proper to be given in credit to our 
Board, and the payments for Navigation Works are made by drafts upon the Bank,fi<r^ned by three 
oTour Foard, payable to the perfons to whom the lums are aCIuaily due, or advanced by degree* 
ns the buliiiefs demands, to the Board’s Officers upon the fpot. The expenditures upon the Great 
Navigations executing under contraCl with this Board by the Grand Cana] Company, ihu Royal 
Canal Company, and the Barrow Navigation Company, are from time to time afeertain-ed by 
examiirafion upon outli before us; and the fnms due to them upon their agreements are cevfified 
by us to the Lord Lieutenant, and under his Warrant are fatisfieil by the Order of the Lords of 
IRs Majeliy’s Treafury ; and finally, every account undergoes the cxamiiiatkin and controul of the 
Commillionevs of Account. From hence it is apparent that if Parliament flioukl grant a liberal aid . 
mo more than the fum ucluaily wanted would be railed in a year, nor more than the imerell of 
that fum be charged upon the Public; -and that tlie money could not be applied but to the fpecial 
purpofes for which it is granted. No work can beundertakt;ii but with the united approbatjou of 
the Lord Lieutenant and the Lords of Ills M.ajefty’s Treafury, and any improvident propofition 
would there meet a negative. It might be provided in tlie Ad for a forflier Grant, That no more 
than a certain fum Ihouid be raifed for thefe purpofes iu any one year, fo as to iafare the Public 
from an excefs of charge beyond the intereft of that proportion. Siicli a fofii.'ierit fum properly 
difiributed iu aid of tlie fubfeription* to be made by the ConlracVors, according to their means, ami 
the promlfe of advantage to them from the Navigations, might complete all Uie maiu 
Trunks iieceffavy for the great Lines of Navigation in Ireland. 

Permit ns fortlier to ohferve that the tolls upon new Navigation-^, by the ftatnte under which this 
Board is cemftituted, are very moderate, and are limited, with a view to the encouragement of 
♦rode. Uie cultivation of the foil, and tlie fnp])ly of fuel; and that theft tolls ou never be exceeded,

Hi Maieftv's Government approve, therefore, of yoiir propofal, That the

.: 7 h"re‘Sof the Kiiigi That all propofals for new^Lin^s^of 
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Navigation fliould be fent to this Board : That they fliould examine them as N* 3, 
they have hitherto done, and report their opinion upon them to Government : (coniMu^dJ 

and, That Government Ihould recommend fuch as arc approved of by them, to 
the confideration of Parliament. 

Ilis Miijefty’s Government farther approve of your recommendation, that 
they Ihouhl, under the prefent circumftances, refufe His Majefty’s confent to 
the grant of any Pari iamentary Affiftance in the execution of any plan of 
Ijiland Navigation, which fliould not have been prcvioully examined and ap- 
proved of by this Board. 

* I Ihould obferve to you, however, that, as the principles upon which this

May it pleafe Your Grace. Navigation-Office, iSth April 1809. 

WE have received thebonour of Your Grace’* commands fignified by Sir Charles Saxton's Letter 
©fthe uoth iullant, incloGng a copy of a letter dated the 17th from the Earl of Liverpool, one of 
His Majeliy’s principal Secretaries of (late, with a copy of an addrefs to His Majefty from die 
Houfe of Commons of the 13th, defiring that this Board maybe directed to report their opinion t* , 
your Grace on'a propofal laid before them by the Grand Canal Company, for making an extenlion 
from their Canal at Ballycommon in the King’s County, to Roferea in the County ofTipperary, 
and including a plan for lowering the Summit Level of the faid Canal ; and alfo on a propofal laid 
before them by the faid company for making navigable communication from or near Cahir in the 
county ofTipperary, to Cariick 011 Suir ; and alfo on a propofal laid before them by the faid com- 
pany for making an Extenfion of the Grand Canal from Monaftereven in the county of Kildare, 
to Marvborou<»h in the Queen’s county ; and y«ur Grace having direfled that we do accordingly 
report our opinion forthwith on the propofais before mentioned, , 

We humbly beg leave to inform your Grace that fince we received the honour of Your Grace’s 
direflions of the gtli of January lall, pointing out the courfe of our future condufl after the grant of 
Five hundred tlioufand pounds ffiaU be expended, we immediately applied ourfelves to the confider- 
ation of feveral matters propoled to us by the Grand Canal Company, among which are the three 
plans alluded to in the addrefsof the Honourable Houfe of Commoos- We foon afterwards defired 
to fee Mr. Killaly the Company’s Engineer, to colled from him fuch information refpeding the 
lines which he bad furveyed as would affift us towards forminga judgment of their eligibility. HU 
being engaged in various other bufinefles, fome of them in diftant parts of the country, prevented 
our having an opportunity of examining him until the i8ih inftant. 

Wenow lofe no time in fubmitting to your Grace our opinion on thofe feveral propofais, fo far 
as the information we have "yet acquired will enable us ; but we cannot pretend that w.'iat wo are 
now able to fay can be coiifidered as conclufive, becaufe without furveys of other lines to be taken, 
which will be pointed out in the fobfequent parts of this report,* it cannot be decided whether 
that line which now appears to be moil eligible is yet pradicable, and becaufe thofe which at pre- 
fent appear to be moft pradicable do not appear to be moft eligible; the fuiimer is now before us, 
the fitteft time for fuch furveys, efpecially in refped to a confvant fupply of water which can only 
be afeertained by experience from trial in the dry feafon. 

We inuft in the firft place remark to Your Grace that the refolulion of the Honourable Houfe of 
Commons refers to the line fi-om Baliycommon as extending only to Uoferea, whereas the plans 
laid before us to extend to Nenagh, from thence to Birdhill ,w here it is to be lowered by eighteen 
or nineteen locks into the Shannon, in the centre of the Limerick Navigation ; from Birdhill it is 
torunSouth-Eaftward towards Tipperary, where there is an ideaef its forminga juiidion willi the 
new propofed Cahir Navigation. W;ith refped to this plan, fo far as it extends, as mentioned in 
the refolulion of the Iloiionrable Houfe of Commons, we are decidedly of opinion that it is at pre- 
fent inexpedient.

fi |il in which there is much Iroaftone, and Potters Clay, and would pafs tlu'ongh a country ca- 
pable of bein;^ highly improved by the ufe of Lime. It was iu our coiileinpUlioii to have had a 
purvey made I:i the courfe of this fumtuer from Maryborough, or from feme pe.rt of the Cafileconicr 
Level, in order to afeertain whether aline could be carried acrofs the great vale wiccli lies between 
jl,e Cafllpf omer Hills and the Hills at Roferea, and in that pail'age to lake up the XVafe-r oi ilic 
Korean'} of the Suir, and by them to carry on tlie line to Cahir, &.c. through a count.-y which h .s 
not, nor is contiguous to any navigable Canal. A line of Canal m tins du'citxii would difii iuute 
the advantages of Inland Navigation more equally through tlie country. .Altleougli t-d' h alui.' l.y 
Maryborough does not appear to be imprafticabie, yet, lio.ti very late inluriuativn, " fccins i > ut 
that it would be attended with more difficulty and uncertainty than aiiuiber Line from Killrtnay, 
which has been within thefe two or three days fuggefted to us. 

Your Grace waspleafed byyour Order of the ‘26th January laft to refer to usa Memorial pre- 
fented to your Grace from the gentlemen, clergy, and freeholders of the coanly of kiikemiy, and 
another from the Bankers, Merchants, Traders, and Inbabitants of tlie City of Kilkenny, which 
\ou direfted us to take into our coafideraticn, and to report to your Grace our opinion thereupon. 
\Ve immediately called upon thofe gentlemen to furiiilli us with an accurate furvey and fcCtioii of 
the propofed line, and an eftimate of the entire expence, as alfo a ftatement of the proportion of 
the expence which the gentlemen will contribute, with the names of the fubferibers, and the amount 
oftheirleveral contributions, and the tolls and utiicr conditions upon which they ddireto receive. 
Public Aid. We have received fuch papers, and find from thence tiial a confiderable fnbfci lptiuii 
will be made by thofe gentlemen, but as tl.atfubfcription is not yet full we cannot fay \iliat will lie 
iheentirc amount. Weyeflerday received very important and interefting informution iu conference 
with two gentlemen of the county of Kilkenny, who are very underflanding in the nature and in- 
tereils of that pavtof the country ; and, fo far as the fubjc-<ft has been dillindly laid belure us, w e 
find that hv taking up the water of the Grand Canal upon the Level above Alh}% called the Card- 
in>rton Level, the line niav be carried without aLoek toGowvaa, and through feme deep finking 
to Uie town of Kilkenny. 'Thongh the line were to go no farther it would cortaiiiiy be of great im- 
portance to the Citv of Kilkenny; but it appears from the furvey, that it would cut of! horn the 
Harrow Navigation'the entire pvLduceaiidCommerceofthe country thi-ough whidi itpailes ; the idea 
of this line had never occurredtii! within afew months, when oue of thofe gentlemen w ho yefterday 
conferred with us, calculating and comparing the toll of the Barrow River from Athy to Gore * 
Brid"’e,found that with the deep fir.king near Gowraii the Level of the Grand Canal ater might 
be carried to Kilkenny, and having communicated with the Grand Canal Company, he obtained 
from them the aOiftance of Mr. Killaly their Engineer, by whom the iurvey now laid before ua 
was made. 

Verv juft objeaions will probably arife to thi.s from the Barrow Navigation Company, who have 
laid out aconfiderablc private property in addition to the Public Aid granted to them forcompleting 
the Navigation of the Barrow, the works of which are in the progrefs of g;radual improvement and 
completion. In common juftice, therefore, and indeed under the very injunilions of the Law, we 
cannot recommend a Canal to be conftruaed for a limited advantage to other people, to run fo near 
as thi.s would do to an eftaWiffied Navigation, the beucfits of which for fo far as it extends would be 
almoft entirely transferred to the new line. From Atliy to the part oppcfite to Maganey Bridge, 
the Canal will be but about three quarters of a mile from the Barrow. From thence toCarlow it 
is but half a mile farther from the river: at Milford it is not above a quarter of a mile from it; 
oppofite the Roval Oak it is about a mile from it, and from thence to Gowraa it gradually mcrcafei 
its diftance, but to no more than two miles and an half. But our views being direfled by Your 
Grace’.s commands to objefts of confiderable national importance, we diredtd our inquiries to the 
continuance of the line from Kilkenny to the Vale of the Suir, ami though no furvey has yet been 
made of that trail, yet from points which have been obferved by Mr. Killaly, we have reafon to 
think that the fame level might be carried wrofs the Vale from Kilkenny by Killenaule to th« 
Suir, from Kilkenny to Killenaule. Collitrira lie in all the mountains, and the foil is I.imeftone. 
Frot^ Killenaule to Cionmeil there is no coal, but the whole extent from Kilkenny to Clonmell is an 
extremely fertile country. Should this line, upon an accurate furvey, be found praCtmable, w« 
Ihould hope that the contributions of the noblemen and gentlemen on the Suir fide will be fuffi- 
ciently liberal to induce us to recommend it in detail to your Grace’s conQderalion. The fupply 
of water for this extenfive Navigation muft r* quire peculiar attention. 

With regard to the plan for lowering the Summit Level of the Grand Canal, which the Company 
have included in their propofal forroakingan Extenfion of theirCaiial from Bailycoronton to Rolcrea, 
confidering this as a diftinft objeift, we deem it to he of peculiar advantage to the Grand Canal 
Company, whether it be or be not coiineaed with an Extenfion of their Line. We undeiftand that 
the prefent Summit does not all times, in the fummer months, yield an abundant fupply of water 
to carry the full lOHuage which the Graad Caoal fliOulJ projHTly bear, and that the Pirec'loia hav# 

foaieiimM 
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fonietimes beun obliged to make occafioiial regulation! accommodated to the deficifeney. Their 
Canal opens into the river Shannon at Shannon Harbour near Banagher ; and by a Contraft between 
this Board and the Grand Canal Company, upon a Grant of Fifty-four thoufand fix hundred and 
thirty-four Pounds Eighteet* Shillings and Seven Pence, they are to make the River Shannon com- 
pletely navigable between Lougb Derg and Lough Rec. This Navigation is to be throughout fix feet 
deep, that (loops or velFels may pafs thereon, and with a good draught of water may more fafelv 
navigate the Lakes. From Mr. Kiilaly their chief engineer, we are informed that their Coutraft 
is nearly fulfilled, and that this Navigation will be completely finilhed in the courle of the enfuing 
feafon. We are juft ified in prefuming that the probable extent of the Corn Trade, upon the junflion 
of the Canal with the Shannon, and when that River fliall bemadea perfed Navigation, muil be great, 
and that extenfive tracb of land formerly unprodudive, or folely devoted to pafture, will be turned 
to tillage, and the produce of them tratifported by the Grand Canal, and that the making the River 
Shaunoo navigable was a great inducement to the undertaking this Canal to it. \Vc therefore conflder 
it to be of importance to the Grand Can-aLwithtefereuce to their prefentexifiing trade, and to the in- 
creafe of it expelled by liiejundion of their Canal with the Shannon, that the waters of their Summit 
Level fhould be made more abundant by lowering it as they propole. The trade from the Shannon 
muft asyet be confldered but in its infancy ; for until the Navigation be thoroughly complete, and the 
ndvanlages of it underftood and felt by the country, it cannot be •.rpefted that the cultivation of the 
lands adjoining it fiiould be fo fuddenly direfted, as it muft be fuppofed they will be, to the purpofes 
for which that Navigation was folicitoufly defired. And it will the more requifite that the fupply to 
be obtained fliould be very great, if according to their wifli, the very extenfive line from Bally- 
rommon thould be fupplied with it, or if the line propofed by the gentlemen of the county of 
Kilkenny fliould be adopted. Conceiving therefore that at all events the Summit of the Grand Canal 
requires an increafe of its fupply of water, and until it befunb, no fupply can ha atForded to thofe 
other levels, we think itadvifable that that work fliould be commenced fo foon as a conclufivo 
agreement for thefatne can be fubmitted to Your Grace, andthail meet with the necefikry approbation ; 
and that the Company fhould by a Public Grant receive aid for this dittincl purpofe, the eftimate 
for which amounts to Seventj'-eight thoufand and niiiety-tive Pounds; tlic proportion of the 
grant to be adjufted upon a due conlideration of the advantages the company will receive, compared 
with wbattliall be deemed a proper proportion of the expcnce on their part, and the temporary loiies 
which they will fullain duringtlie Work compared with the general lofs of future trade which they 
■would fuffor if the level were not fnuk. 7. 

Should we be fortunate enough to make any final arrangement which fhiall fa^^sfaftorily combine 
the claims and propofalsof individuals with the great object of public profperity, we fhall have the 
honour of fubmitting them fully, with our humble opinion thereon, to your Grace’s conlideration.
